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HUMANIZING DECISION 
The Aupreme court's decision In the United 
Mine Workers case may do much to restore 
public regard for the high tribunal. If this 
la so, It will not be because the court hoji 
done a temperamental about-face, but be- 
cause Its members have carried their recent 
trend of behavior to Its ultimate conclusion. 

Throughout our history there have been 
relatively few periods when Americans had 
reason to think of the supreme court as be' 
' Ing made up of men subject to human frail- 
ties and passion. Though the court's per- 
sonnel changed, the members assumed a cer- 
tain similarity with their black robes of 
office. 

Year after year, the court symboUicd the 
emotionless, almost bloodless, legal mind, 
Occasionally Its Justice betrayed human com- 
passion, bat even this seemed to spring trom 
an almost superhuman wisdom. 

This conception of the court inspired 
public confidence akin to reverence. Even the 
ao-called "court-packing" proposal of Presi- 
dent RoosBvelt'lO years ago failed to alter It. 
The battle raged between the White House 
and the capltol and spread through the na- 
tion. But the composure of the Justices rC' 
molned unruffled. 

liie last few ye&ts, however, have brought 
reports of very human differences among the 
brethren. Penonal relationships as well as 
political philosophies have been Involved, 
ITitngs came to a head, of course, with the 
open quarrel between Justices Jackson and 
Black, Since then friction In the supreme 
court has been freely and frequently publi- 
cized. There were differences, too, in the deci- 
sion on John L. Lewis and his union. But the 
majority obviously thought and acted on a 
plane of common sense, rather than of rare- 
fied legalism. 

The essence of the decision seems to be 
this: That If It comes down to a question of 
Sovemment by (njanctlons or government by 
John L. Lewis, the Judicial officer of the 
United States should prevail. Further, that 
officer had the right to punish Mr. Lewis and 
his union for contempt and dlsobedlci^ce. The 
court majority seemed to remember the grav- 
ity of the crisis which Mr. Lewis created, and 
to approve the fact thi^t it was settled. The 
minority, while granting that a grave crisis 
had existed, felt that congress never Intended 
-that It should be settled as It was. How It 
«houId have been settled the minority didn't 
say. 



TREATY OF DUNKERQUE 
Very few who are now alive would ever 
have forgotten Dunkerqqe, anyway. That 
sleepy little city on the channel coast of 
France was the scene of the most disastrous, 
and at the same time perhaps the most glori- 
ous Incident In World war II. As such, It must 
have lived (orover in history and long In every 
individml memory. 

In May of \H0. while sttll most of us spellad 
It "Dunkirk" and ware uncertain where It 
was. 335,000 harrlo'd and bedraggled soldiers 
gathered on the Dunkerque beach In ulmost 
peril. Most of them were British. And they 
constituted most of what few Britons wire 
trained and equipped for warfare. Behind 
them a Jubilant and apparently Invincible 
enemy rushed in for the kill. 

If these were lost. Britain was lost. If the 
Germans could destroy or capture this flee- 
ing remains of the British expeditionary 
force, nothing could keep Hitler out of Lon- 
don. Edinburgh, Dublin. 

The Belgians were beaten. The Dutch were 
whipped. The French were on the verge of 
surrender. Poland was occupied. Russia was 
Germany's ally. And almost every trained 
soldier, hand weapon, tank, gun with which 
the British isles might be defended was on 
Dunkerque beach. 

It was a disastrous situation, but It was 
turned into a glorious one. The Indomitable 
Churchill said gloomily that Britain would be 
lucky to save 10 per cent of that personnel. 
Yet-through a frenzied national effort un- 
mstchid Jn fact or fiction most of the SSS.OOO 
vara brought home alive. 

Wt gave them every rifle, every machine 
gun, every artillery piece, every round of 
ammunition we could scrape from the dusty 
coiners of our empty arsenals. The nazls 
never did dare Invade the Intrepid little isles. 
The tide WIS turned, and we won the war. 

No, wa never would hare forgotten Dun- 
kerque. But now wa have a new reason for 
rwnembaring that hUtoric little town and 
buch. It was there— where France and Brit- 
ain almost split in lfi40~that these two na- 
tions p;it the capstone on an alliance that, 
twice in modem times, has saved the world 
from final pavlahmant. However tlfed both 
nations may seem today, that alliance Is in- 
-(Uspensable to the happier world we are try- 
ing to ereat*. 

The treaty of Dunkerque win go down in 
the records as one tff the vitally Important 
documents of 30th century diplomacy. And 
In that treaty. Dunkerque viUaga and Dun- 
karqne beach will have added historical pres- 
tige and increased affecUon In the world's 
heart.

Dtrtctly this can not hate Ihe 
etfecl of a boycott ot the baseball 
firm, although It might detsr somi 
adutt cash customers who are Cath' 
ollcs, and some others. The fact 
some of the ptrsoiu who own 
a flnancUl Inttrssl In the finn are 
Catholics Is a eompUcaUon because 
the letter of withdrawal says Dur' 
ocher's example would ba delatcrl' 
Dus to the moral and spiritual wel- 
fare of young boya. These owners 
kill be unlikely lo plead guilty ol 
maintaining a moral nuisance, aj 
member of thehr own clergy Im- 
plies. 

I am opposed to bo>-cotU In gen- 
eral but not m principle, bel.evlng 
that they are Juslllled In some cir- 
cumstances and that the Individual 
I right to dedda for himself 
what reasona are sufficient. In this 
I prefer the counsel ot Patrick 
P. Scsnlsn. the managing editor of 
the Tablet, a vigorous weekly 
"maintained by and In the Interest 
of the Roman Catholic diocese of 
Brooklyn" which la regarded aa the 
official publication of the diocese. 

In personal comment on Dura- 
Cher's conduct, Mr. Scanlan wrote 
that he had "sold out hts reputa- 
tion among the knothole kids and 
other youths who had looked up to 
him— emphasis on up— as a hero, 
a smart fellow, a good strategist, 
a leader worthy of adulation and 
Imitation." but offered him encour- 
Bgemenl and another chance. 

"Leo." Mr, Scanlan said, "here Is 
a chance to show you are a real 
guy. not a cheap or disloyal fellow. 
Redeem j'oursalf before the season 
starts, not only for your owti eler- 
nal welfare but for the pleasure all 
of us mighl get by aeelng the Dod- > 
gers play this year." 

This Is consistent with the posl- 
Uon taken by Branch Rickey, the 
business executive of the firm, who 
recently described himself as a 
moral and spiritual receiver tor 
Durocher.

Thi 
very moment when this man L 
showing symptoms of fright ahd 
correction would be no time to re- 
view all Ihe reasons why he suddenly 
found himself In a tlx. It Is not 
rubbing It In, hcnvever. to say that 
- change had become Imperative 
It Is too bad that Brooklyn chose 
Havana for this year'a training 
rites becsuse Havana Is a Lstln- 
Amertcan capital with the tradl- 
UonsI vices and, by coincidence 
was selected thU year ss s special 
outpost by the crlralnsi scum of 
Hew York. Chicago and the Mlamls. 

Portultoujly, Lucky Luciano, an 
extraordinarily loathsome rogue 
bobbed up there, having broken hU 
exile In SlcUy to which he a-as de- 
ported on hla unllmely releaso from 
prison In New York. ProslltuUon 
snd narcotics are among his busi- 
ness Interests, and naturally In Ha- 
vana he met old friends down from 
Uie States. 

Allhough seversl American Jour- 
nalists who might qualify sa experts 
on the roster and the relaUonshIp* 
of American gangsters have so- 
journed In HaVans. lha reporting ot 
tills unique coterie, as usual, haa 
been lantalltlngly reticent. They 
suggcsL much but reveal nothing. 
They advertise themselves and Ihelr' 
own munlClcent charities and Inval- 
uable services to the nation, the sick 
and poor and their Incorruptlbla 
devotion to tolerance, but they also 
publicise Individuals In the manner 
known as ••glamorous" who. tn the 
hands of hon ester and mere cour- 
ageous Joumallsli. would be deglom- 
orlied 03 public enemies. 

Tho only exception to this preps- 
ganda that I have read was wxltten 
by Robert Ruark, of the World'Tele-

Is 
sketch}'. He says a campaign ts going 
n to swtelen Luciano's character 
^llh barber water, but lets It go at 
thsL He tells us thai a pushful 
sprout of the new deal-nlght dub- 
Hollywood axis, of late preasnied In 
the role of friend and liader ot our 
youth, has been socIallHitg with '•the 
mob" In Havana and Is a buddy of 
Luciano but again fades out. 

It certainly Is true that we of the 
prcu have been remlui In our deal- 
ing with the rlso of the new tmder- 
world both In entertainment, which 
now again, to an Important degree. 
Is Infested with vermin, and In pro- 
fessional sport Our psnopUed and 
self-important 'celebrities never 
break nan stories which any city- 



side r*por1«r :wwu ncocnlat u 
such sod turn In to the deiik. but, 
worse, thiy glorify wastrels and 
crooks as amusing, generous and 
worlhy fallow^ ^ ^ 

I would say, aUo, however, that 
Presidents Roosavtlt and Truman 
have bMn slmUarlr careless, if not 
worse, for they hare entertained 
and dignified 'peruns afalsst whom 
lbs FBI and the secret police surely 
would have turned In advBTM re- 
ports. To bt sure, a Presldest should 
be allowed to select bis own society 
but he shouldn't be obdurata whm 
Ur. Clark, the attomey-tenera], ts 
appealing to the sport editors to 
dlacrtdlt false gods In sport and 
exalt only admlrsblo men for the 
good of American youth. 

I feel bound to argue that Dur- 
ocher's errors, though spectacular, 
would bs leu harmful to >-oun| 
boya than the habitual cynicism 
and contempt for our system of 
government ehown by other rotn, 
Bssibsll ti an Institution, certainly, 
but a frivolity, aftar all, by com- 
parison with the admlnlslratloQ of 
justice, and 11 Is no trlvlsl matter 
thst children ahould grow up Ihor- 
ally snd splrltuslly Inured to the . 
llki of the Joe Fsy Ulal la Newark. 
Durocher Is on probation, so to 
speak, and apparently trying, where- 
as Fay U a notorious oorruptloalat 
and yet was actgultted. 

tJnlntentlonally, the publicity on 
the Brooklyn ball club has created 
Imprrsslon now becoming a 
national conviction that DrooUl'n 
Is an llllterste, low community and 
well represented by some noisy riff- 



raff who root for the Dodgtrs la 
terms of deae. dose and dsm. Bnok- 
lyn Is a Ug city with her appro- 
priate measun ot tntellscUial, Tlr- 
tuous Americana. The bsU club It- 
self usually Is about the same, as 
to character, u other msjor league 
teamL oompoied. that U to say, of 
decent, seU-rtspeetlni professloaal 
athletes.
